Accordingly it wired yesterday 
the immigration authorities at Port- 
land, Me., to release Yerehb from 
jail, where he had been held since 
July 30.

Line-Up on Railroad Regulation. 

The railroad question furnishes 
another test in the discussion of 
progress versus conservatism. The 
railroads are on the conservative 
side because they are managed by 
men who are connected with the 
Wall street magnates. In all mat- 
ters of rates and regulation, the Re- 
publican leaders are largely under 
the influence of the railroad heads 
while the Democra‘ts—not all of 
them but nearly all—are more in 
sympathy with the people's side. 

The Esch-Cummings’ law may be 
offered as proof of the dominating 
influence of the railroads over Re- 
publican leaders. 

The progressives in both parties 
favor nationa) and state regu- 
lation of railroads. They believe that 
national regulation should be added 
to State regulation. not substituted 
for it: the conservatives in both par- 
ties believe that nationel regulation 
should be substituted for state reg- 
ulation.

‘SCHOOL CONDITIONS IN RUSSIA 
SHOW LITTLE IMPROVEMENT: 


Many Teachers Have Not Been Paid 
| for Months and Are For- 
saking Profession, 
Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Sept. 13.—Russian chfl- 

dren have started a new school year 

with little prospect of better condi- 
tions than they endured during the 
revolution. 

In the Siberian district the in- 
debtedness of the Government to the 
teachers for salaries has reached the 
sum of more than  85,000,000,000 
rubles, says a recent report to the 

district Soviet. This is a mere frac- 
tion of the total amount due to In- 
structors in salaries. In some dis- 
_tricts teachers have not been paid 
| for many months, and the officials 
| have even ceased to keep account of 
| the arrears. 

| The lot of Russian school teachers 
has been a hard one. In the vil- 
| lages they have been somewhat bet- 
|ter cared for than in the cities, be- 
'cause the peasants have taxed them- 
‘selves to contribute to the necessary 
/expenses; have themselves cut wood 
‘for the school fuel, and have re- 
| paired many school houses. In the 
cities the schools have been left to 
governmental care. As a result of 
|these conditions many teachers are 
turning to other means of earning 
(a living.

constant criticism of their lack of 
progress, together with the lash be- 
ing applied by Gov. Edwards of New 
Jersey is compelling the authorities 
to examine more minutely the first 
statements made to them by Mrs. 
Hall and her brother, ‘Willie’ Stev- 
ens, the eccentric, who resides with 
her. The prosecutdrs have not indi- 
cated that originally they did not 
accept the statements of both as 
truth in toto. 

The case has had at least one po- 
litical angle. Joseph Stricker, the 
wealthy prosecutor of Middlesex 
County who has been directing it, is 
campaign manager for George F. 
Silzer, Democratic candidate for 
Governor. Or, rather, he was cam- 
paign manager for Silzer. He now 
has resigned. Gov. Edwards, who 
as a candidate for United States 
Senator, is a running mate of Silzer, 
first directed Stricker to hasten the 
efforts for solution of the murders. 
Criticism was reacting against the 
political ticket. Stricker'’s response 
was the grilling of Clifford Hayes 
and Raymond Schneider for 18 un- 
broken hours at the end of which he 
issued a one-sentence statement of 
his charge of murder against Hayes. 

The storm that immediately broke 
in New Brunswick soon dashed that 
solution to pieces. It made the po- 
litical aspect worse, not better. It 
openly was said that the charge was 
made in the hope that the newspa- 
per men would desert the scene and 
the public interest in the case thus 
woud recede. 

There is another political aspect, 
coupled with a social one, to which 
many persons in New Brunswick at- 
tach possible effect. For years Mrs. 
Hall’s attorney has been former 


‘State Senator Florence, the political 


As the in- 
vestigation languished in the first 
weeks it was sald that Florence has

Meanwhile the most encouraging 
aspect of the case from the publie 
viewpoint is the increased activity 
and apparently increased authority 
of the State troopers. The State 
troopers have an impeccable repu- 
tation. They are respected by cit- 
izens and feared by criminals who 
have often felt the sting of their 
quick fire. Confidence is felt that 
the State troopers will hew to the 
facts and let the chips fall where 
they will.

In severe 
cases of scariet fever the best at-

Careful treat- 
ment should tmmediately take place, 
though in severe infections all the 
skill and devotion of the specialis: 
may be fruitless. Scarlet fever is 
delivering quite a number of cases 
t> the deaf-mute institutes. 

“Operations on the ear are often 
necessary to save the life of @ child 
when the bone behind the ear is 
affected. This affecflon of the bone 
is a very dangerous disease because 
of the nearness of this bone to the 
brain and to the large blood vessels 
of the brain. If the operation is 
done early such an infection as & 
brain abscess or meningitis can be 
prevented almost with certainty. 

“Inflammatory diseases of 
middle ear not only occur after 
measles and scarlet fever but are 
often due to the spread of infec- 
tions from th nose and throat 
through the Eustachian tube to the 
middle ear. Severe pain occurs at 
the outset the disease and the 
hearing is always considerably im- 
paired. In many cases it is neces- 
sorv to treat the nose and throat 
and to operate upon the tonsils and 
adenoids to avoid further infection 
of the ear. after the first inflamma- 
Early treatment will 
nearly all cases avoid serious 
lications nd if necessary the 
the bone behind the 
mastoid operation, will in 
most oO severe cases restore 
hearing and health to the ear.

Avoid kinks, turns and twists in 
the aerial and lead-in wire. 
The leads of the “A” battery 
should never be confused with those 
of the ‘B” battery. 
Like light, heat and sound, radio 
enerby is propagated in the form of 
a wave motion. 
Instead of soldering connection in 
the aerial, an ordinary clean splice 
joint can be made, covering with tin- 
foil and then tape. This will keep 
out moisture and the aerial] will last 
a long time. 
Every accessory or piece of ap- 
paratus is made for a specific pur- 
pose, and the amateur should consult 
manufacturers or dealers as to the 
best appliance for his purpose before 
making purchase.

Bat how to go about the developing? 

I have said that there are thousands of kinds of 
secret inks. Milk, lemen juice, sugar solutions, Marc, 
all are used as imks and cam be developed. in the 
chemical clase the most usual secret inks are solutions 
of cobalt or copper, the writing of which can be made 
visible by heat, and solutions of iron, which are de- 
veloped by tannin, or what is the same thing, by a 
decoction of oak galls or of tanbark. 

But there are many other chemica! inks, some so 
elusive as to require a series of three or four deveiop- 
ers applied successively. Im the detective’s laboratory, 
therefore, chemical methods of developmest are not 
dependabie. With an entirely unknown ink you might 
have to try humdreds of developers before you found 
the right ome and meanwhile you would wear out or 
dissolve the paper you were examining. 

Our actual procedure in examining a supposed secret 
document is not chemical, but is based on the fact that 
any kind of writing om paper, ¢ven writing with pure 
distilled water, will affect the surface of the paper. 
There may be no visible mark, but the surface fiber 
will have beem altered slightly by the scratching of 
the pen and by the wetting of the pen marks with 
whatever liquid ink was used. These invisible markings 
on the paper cam be brought out and made visibie, 
much as we carn bring out imvisible finger prints on 
knife handies or other objects. There are two merth- 
ods: the method of pewder dusting and the method 
of colored liquids. 

The powder dusting is Quite simple. Sprinkle the 
eurface of the decument with a very fine, colored 
powder. Some of the timy particies ciing to the pa- 
per where the pem marks reughened it. The writing 
shows as lines of climging dust. The best powder to 
use is jeweler’s rouge, very clean and fimely pewdered. 
It should first be dusted om the paper from a pepper 
shaker and then Blewm off geatiy. [ff no marks ap- 
pear, brush the paper very gently indeed with a fine 
and clean camele-hair brash dipped in the powder. 
If you can get me jeweler’s rouge, dry red lead. o>tain- 
able at paint stores of drug stores, will de almost as 
well Even ordimary dust or biack peoper wil! some- 
times bring om® the pea marks. 

If the powder develops no writing try the method 
of colored liquids. This depends upon the fact that 
most paper will absorb any liquid differently after it 
has been wetted omce. The places wetted by the 
pen when a secret ink was used will absorb a colored 
liquid more (or, with some papers, less) than the 
main bdedy of the paper. The difference im color 
brings out the writing. 2 

The best liquir to use is a strOng solution of methy!- 
ene blue, which is a dye also used in medicines and 
obtainable at drug stores. Ordinary laundry bluing is 
a passable substitute. Dip the suspected paper in this 
solution for about one second and then wash it off 
at once in rumming water under a tap. Any secret

This statement ieeantie has made no difference 
to Mrs. Rich.

The problem was an astounding one for Ahe legal 
authorities who were called upon to solve it, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that the other mother had so 
unhesitatingly accepted the boy baby. It was realized 
that the wisdom of a Solomon would be required to 
straighten out the tangle and that a decision in favor 
of Mrs. Rich’s contention might only lead to another 
long legal fight to force the other mother to give up 
the baby claimed by Mrs. Rich.

Known to the doctors and nurses only as “The Poor 
Little Rich GirL” That is a long name and a sad one 
for this wee bit of humanity, who has never known a 
mother’s caress. 

Consider now the case of another baby, pride of a 
loving mother and herself so radiant of affection that 
she tempted a strange woman to steal her. This haby, 
unlike the repudiated girl baby at the hospital, had a 
home and a name. She was Mildred Voth, 3 months 
old, and her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Julius Voth, lived in 
the Harlem section of New York City. 

One bright day, about three weeks ago, Mrs. Voth 
dressed little Mildred in her gayest cap and dress, put 
her in her perambulator and took her on a shopping 
tour. 

A bargain displayed in a store window attracted 
Mrs. Voth’s attention. She went tmside to make the 
purchase, leaving Mildred in the perambulator at the 
store entrance. Buying things in a bugy store is not 
always the work of a moment. The purchase con- 
sumed more tinte than Mrs. Voth had thought it would. 


When Mrs. Voth emerged from the store the peram- 
bulator was where she had left it—but it was empty. 

The mother’s consternation found vent in screams.

publicity. She is said never to have consented to an 
interview with a journalist. As much as was possible 
she kept herself away from personal contact with peo- 
ple. When on tour she took rooms at the back of the 
hotel to escape noise and notice. gD'Annunzio, on the 
other hand, did what he did in the glare and biare. 
Publicity came as a natural consequence. 

Duse is said to have adored d’Annunzio and to have 
been well-nigh heartbroken when he gave her to know 
that their affair was finished. But that was only a 
fraction of the tragedy. D’Annunzio, being d’Annun- 
zio, did something d’Annunzian. He sat down and 
‘wrote a book. It was a novel, or purported to be one. 
It was called, in the English translation, “The Flame 
of Life.” In that book the poet told in detail the story 
of his affair with the actress. She is said to have im- 
plored him not to publish the book, the manuscript of 
which he read to her. 

The story goes that he gave her the manuscript, 
which she destroyed, but that he had preserved a copy, 
which he published. When Duse became aware of that 
alleged treachery she retired from the stage. For 15 
years she was in retirement. In fact, she never did 
return to the stage to renew her successful career. The 
d’ Annunzio deed of using fact material for fiction was 
ber artistic deathblow. Critics condemned the author 
for using that material, but the author curled his 
moustaches a bit higher at the corners and proceeded 
to write a poem, in which he made further use of the 
Duse-d'Annunzio liaison. In this work he added some 
fiction, to the effect that the hero, after breaking with 
the heroine, took a dog-whip to her. , 

In the story of d’Annunzio’s career Duse is a figure 
of pathos. Two years ago, when past 60 and wearing 
white hair and a faded beauty, she appealed to the 
Italian Government for a pension. Her husband. it 
appears, had been an officer in the army and had died 
in the service. To rescue the once-great actress, chief 
glory of the Italian stage. from absolute want, the 
Government granted a widow’s pension. About the same 
time a New York impresario was considering a propo- 

sition to bring Duse to America for 


another tour. He hesitated. Could 
she come back? The upshot was 
that he declined the proposition. 
Early in this year it was stated that 
the great Italian actress was to 
make an American stage tour this 
fall, but nothing appears to have 
come of it. 

Duse, it seems, is down and out of 
it, whilst d’'Annunzio, having con- 
quered more worlds of women— 
and of war—is about to get him to 
a monastery. It is interesting to 
note, in passing, that some years 
ago it was hinted that Duse was 
considering the problem of taking 
the veil as a way out for herself. 

In 1910 d’Annunzio gave up his 
Florentian villa and its amazing 
magnificences. He had to. There 
be some things in heaven and earth 
which even a decadent poet can’t 
face indefinitely. Debts, for in- 
stance. D’Annunzio’s expenditures 
for years had outrun his income. He 
cared nothing for money except to 
get rid of it in return for what it 
would buy. He was about $400,000 
in debt, so it was estimated, when 
he abandoned his villa and made his 
way to France. “Exile,” some called 
it. His place was sold over his head, 
with its costly furnishings and 
works of art. The sale did not pro- 
duce enough, by many thousands, to 
settle the poet’s bills. So he re- 
mained in “exile” until 1915, when 
“friends” made it possibie for him 
to return to bis native land. 


Gabriele D’Annunzio, in the 
. at F. ; 
though d’Annunzio did write for Duse his three most 
successful plays, “La Citta Morta,” “La Giaconda”™ and 
“La Gloria.” The affair between the pair came sud- 
It was not the fault of Duse. 
. She was approaching 40, 
she was considerably older than he, she was not “con- 
genial.” For one thing, the poet was an exquisite as to 
dress and persona! cleanliness. He made a fetich of 
the use of water and cosmetics. Duse, on the other 
hand, was ¥ careless in her attire. On the 
stage she never appeared tn facial make-up, permit- 
tine her own rich-tinted complexion to serve. And 
then—there were younger women, more beautiful, 
fawning upon d’Annunzio. 
There had been a time when the poet had aspirations 
to statesmanship. He ran for election to the Italian 
Assembly. Twice he was rejected because he had been 
sentenced to serve four months in prison on conviction 
of immorality. Sach opposition cooled down his am- 
bition to be history's outstanding figure in statesman- 
ship, so he stuck to his poetry and his perfume factory 
and his lady-loves. 
The jilting of Eleanora Duse became «a ciassic of the 
current press. She was known as one who shrank from

It has been more than hinted that 
the French Government settled 
d@’ Annunzio s debts. Why? Because 
Italy was hanging back from entering the war. 
Italy belonged as you know, to the Triple Al- 
liance—Germany. Austria, Italy. The war had been 
waging since August of 1914. The Po-=ers allied against 
Germany and Austria quite naturally desired that Italy 
throw in her lot with them. But Italy was siow to 
ewaken. She needed an arouser. The “exiled” poet 
answered to that description. No man more eloquent 
of voice was known to Italy. D’Annunzio, for ali his 
failings—or, perhaps, because of them to some extent— 
was a popular national idol even then. No matter 
how or by whom his debts were paid, somebody paid 
them. He returned to Italy. Since that homecoming 
the name of d’Annunzio has become familiar to mil- 
lions who, but for that, never would have known of his 
existence. 

The poet went up and down the land in Italy, speak- 
ing, writing, pleading. Italy must enter the war against 
the Teutonic barbarians. Italy must not fail civiliza- 
tion. Italy must arise to her destiny. It was the 
tongue and pen of d’Annunzio, perhaps more than any 
other influence, that turned the scales and put Italy 
im Hime with the allies aguinmst the Teutons. France

N ACCOUNT of recent and very interesting 
discoveries at Mesa Verde National Park, 
Colorado, about a prehistoric race of 
Americans has been given out by Dr. J. 
Walter Fewkes, chief of the Bureau of 
American Ethnology, Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, Washington. ; 

Just returned from three months of archeological 
field work at Mesa Verde. Dr. Fewkes reports, among 
other things, the finding of an astronomical observa- 
tory which, he says, was used by this long-vanished 
people in calculating the proper time for their farming 
operations. 

Far View Tower. as it-has been named by the dis- 
coverer, is a round structure 15 feet in diameter and 
10 feet high. It is believed to have been used for ob- 
servations of the sun on the horizon, at sunrise and 
sunset. Information thus gained. in connection with 
such astronomical knowledge as they had. was em- 
ployed in determining when the seed should be plant- 
ed and seasonal work undertaken. 

In front of Far View Tower are the ruins of three 
underground rooms that Dr. Fewkes believes were used 
for the worship of the sun and other gods of the sky. 

it is in Mesa Verde National Park that extensive 
relies of the cliff dwellers have been found, inclading 
houses of many rooms, some of which are in a sur- 
prisingly good state of preservation. 

A large mound in the immediate vicinity also was 
investigated by the expedition. When the work started 
no walls were visible, and the site was covered with 
fallen stones and earth. with sage brush growing 
there, so that it looked just like numerous other eleva- 
tions nearhy. - 

Removal of the vegetation and debris, and excava- 


tion of the rooms, revealed a rectangular building 70 


feet square. the walis averaging one story in‘height. , 


At the middle of the western side there were indica- 
tions of a lofty tower, which must have imparted to 
the building somewhat the effect of a church steeple 
or a minaret of a mosque. 

The largest room is in the center of the ruin, and 
subterranean, its floor being about 25 feet below the 
level of the other rooms. This subterranean apartment 
was a kiva, or ceremonial chamber. It differs from 
other chambers of like type which have been found 
in Mesa Verde in that it has no fireplace in the center 
of the floor and no ventilator, while #-has eight mural 
pilasters instead of six to support the roof. 

The fallen walls within bore indications that a great 
fire had occurred there. The loose stones and adobe

It is an 
important discovery, since only one animal idol of stone 
had previously been found at Mesa Verde. 

Dr. Fewkes says that one of the most instructive ex- 
periences which an archeologist has is to see a skele- 
ton, centuries old, as it lies in the grave. For the 
benefit of tourists who visit Mesa Verde, one of the 
ancient people of Pipe Shrine House has been ieft in 
a prepared chamber fOr their inspection. 

The cemetery lies at the southeast corner of this 
ruin, and in it were found several human burials. 
From them a good skeleton was chosen to iilustrate the 
manner of burial—and the mortuary offerings. This

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cessible mesas fer protection against 
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skeleton wWas not removed from the grave. but stone 
walis were built around it forming a rectangular room, 
which is protécted by a greting and a water-tight roof. 
Visitors now may see thé skeleton of one of this 
ancient race just as he was placed in his grave, many 
centuries ago. Not a single bone has been moved from 
its position. Thus, for the first time in North American 
archeology, an effort has been made to protect an In- 
dian skeleton and leave it just as it laid for centuries. 
Dr. Fewkes is regarded as America’s greatest author- 
ity on the cliff dwellers, and for several summers he 
has conducted systematic explorations in the Mesa 
Verde Nationa! Park. One of his notable discoveries 
was that of the Sun Temple, excavated in 1915. 
Some of the most interesting relics of the cliff 
dweliers in the United States have been unearthed in 
the Mesa Verde region. These ruins are generally sup- 
posed to have been inhabited a thousand years or more 


ago by an extinct race resembling the present day 


Pueblo Indians of Arizona and New Mexico. 

Great community houses located on shelves of rock 
high in the sides of precipitous canons, and accessibie 
only by means of long ladders, have been found, along 
with interesting relics of the people who dwelt there, 
long ago. Extensive restorations have been carried 
out, and arrangements made for the inspection of the 
ruins by tourists, who visit Mesa Verde National Park 
in greater numbers ‘each year. 

Among the more famous ruins which date from the 
time of the cliff dwellers, as named by the recent 
explorers, are Spruce Tree House, Cliff Palace and 
Balcony House. A shrine and other objects are be- 
lieved to date back to an epoch older than that of the 
cliff dwellers. Some beautifully decorated pottery 
found this past summer by Dr. Fewkes is reported 
to ‘be, radically different in its ornamentation from 
the pottery of the cliff dwellers, whom it is~believed 
to antedate. 

The name of cliff dwellers is popularly applied to 
the builders of numerous ancient cliff ruins scattered 
throughout the canons and mesas of the arid South- 
west, along the upper waters of the Colorado and Rio 
Grande Rivers, in Colorado, Utah, Arizona and New 
Mexico. The ruins are either on shelves in the rock 
walls of canons, as already mentioned, or upon the 
summits of mesas. 

Upon the basis of recent ethnologic investigation, 
some archeologists declare that these ruins are not the 
work of an extinct nor even of a distinct race, but were 
built by the ancestors of the modern Puebio Indians. 
Some of the present-day Indians, notably the Hopi, still 
have their villages upon the summits of almost inac- 
neighboring 
Navajo or Apache tribes.

T THE age of 59 years 21-2 months, Henry 
Ford of Detroit has the largest income in 
the world. It is the creation of less than 
20 years. In that period the former me- 
chanic has risen from an estate which 
would have inventoried at nothing, or 
thereabouts, to fabulous wealth. 

Wall street and the bankers, for whom Mr. Ford has 
no liking, say that upon-the basis of income he now is 
the richest man on earth. Using annual income ag 
a measure, his wealth.exceeds that of John D. Rocke- 
feller, and celebrated King Croesus of old was in 
straitened circumstances, compared with the Detroit 
auto manufacturer. 

The profits of the Ford Motor Co. in 1922, before 
taxes have been deducted, will amount to $125,000,000, 
say the Wall street experts. After taxes have been 
deducted, the year's net profits will still be the huge 
sum of $110,000,000. The company new is owned en- 
tirely by the Ford family. Says The Wall Street 
Journal, about Ford: i 

“His income, adding to his boundless wealth $500,000 
a day through the busy season, is probably unequaled 
in all history.” 

And the same authority declares that with such 
earnings the Ford company could be capitalized at 
$2,000,000,000 and pay 5 per cent on that capital As 
these words are written, Ford's cash balance (his bank 
deposits subject to check) is reported to be up around 
the $200,000,000 mark. 

What is to be the end of such spectacular amassing 
of money’ This vast. new fortune, be it noted, has 
been created without any of the public suspicion or 
hatred with which some other muitimillionaires have 
found themselves surrounded as their riches grew and 
waxed great. Instead, Ford is regarded as a stanch 
friend by labor. because of the minimum wage scale 
which he adopted for his big plants, while people af 
moderate means all] over the world look upon him as a 
benefactor as they use the pleasure cars, trucks and 
tractors which his initiative has put within their reach. 
- Then anybody who attempts to estimate his real 


achievements, aside from his attempts to enter poli-~ 


tics, must reckon on the influence which Ford's ex- 
ample has wielded apon the entire auto industry. 

So here is a colossal pile of money, increasing in 
size each year as a fortune never grew before, and all 
of it founded upon a substantial service to his fellow 
men, who think of him kindly, although with varying 
degrees of admiration. 

At the present rate of increase, how much money 
will Henry Ford have when he is 75 years old’? 


Just the other day, for example, there was an item 
from Detroit to the effect that Mr. Ford's secretary had 
called his employer's attention to a deposit of $2.000.- 
000 in a bank at Windsor, Ontario, which Mr. Ford 
had forgotten all about. Then there is that classic 
story of ‘the check for $55,000 payable to Mr. Ford.

it is generally agreed that money means nothing to 
Mr. Ford any more, except in so far as it may be use- 
ful in carrying out his plans. He could not possibly 
spend his present income, nor any considerable frac- 
tion of it, in sensible ways. Yet it is coming in faster 
than ever. What will the total finally become? 

On the thirtieth day of last July Mr. Ford was 59 
years old. Therefore he will reach the age of 75 years in 
1938, or practically 16 years hence. In that simple 
stutement there are fascinating possibilities. 


Of course. it is impossible to forecast what the 
future development of the Ford industry will be, or 
even to assume that Mr. Ford will reach his seventy- 
fifth birthday, but purely as a speculative matter, based 
upon what he has done in the last 20 years, the figures 
are well worth computing. Even conservatively han- 
died: they reach staggering proportions. : 

According to Poor's and Moody's Consolidated Man- 
ual. the Ford Motor Co. was incorporated on June 6, 
1903, and capitalized for $100,000, but actually had 
paid in to it not more than $23,000 in cash. Without 
considering the enormous cash dividends which have 
been disbursed since incorporation, the company's 
profits have accumulated at an almost incredible rate, 
as shown by the Ford balance sheet. 

The original investment in the company has doubied, 
on the average, once in every 16 months, until at 
present the assets are in excess of $400,000,000. (The 
$2,000,000,008 capitalization mentioned above as a pos- 
sibility is based upon the estimated 1922 net profits 
of $116,000.000.) 

Apparently an tmpossibility for an honest business, 
such as Mr. Ford’s is. to achieve such swift growth, the 
rate of 16 months cited in the foregoing statements can 
nevertheless be proved in the following way: Assume 
that $28,000 doubles itself 14 times. Then the suc- 
cessive amounts will be as follows: (1) $56,000; (2) 
$112,000: (3) $224,000: (4) $448,0007 (5) $896,000; (6) 
$1,792,000: (7) $3,584,000; (8) $7,168,000; (9) $14,336,000; 
(10) $28,672,000; (11) $57,344,000; (12) $114,688,000; 
(13) $229.376.000, and (14) $458,752,000. 

The last named figure about equals the 400-odd mil- 
lions of doliars which comprise the assets of the Ford 


_Motor Co., and it is apparent that the original cash 


investment has had to double itself 14 times in some 
18 years, or at the rate of once in about every 16 
months. 

if Henry Ford were able to maintain his accumulation 
of capital at the same rate until he is 75 years old, he 
would then have more than 1800 billions of dollars. 
Obviously, this is an impossible figure, although based 
upon what he has done in the past. But one’s common 
sense rejects such figures. It is plain that the present 
speed of his fortune-building cannot continue for many 
years in the future. ‘ 

The sum of 1800 billions of dollars, which would be 
the extent of Mr. Ford's fortune on his seventy-fifth 
birthday under the conditions already set fort}, would 
exceed the total cost of the World War to al? the na- 
tions involved, eight times over. It would pay off the 
national debts of all the countries of the world many 
times over, and it would be almost five times the total 
estimated wealth of the United States. 

A more reasonable way of attempting to visualize Mr. 
Ford’s present wealth and its possibilities by the time 
he becomes 75 years old is to employ the statement of 
The Wall Street Journal that. upon the basis of

bus discovered America. Also, the sum would exceed 
the total gold holdings of this country’s Federal re- 
serve system. 

Just to emphasize what a tremendous power such 
weaith in the hands of one man would give him, it is 
interesting to consider the ways in which he might 
invest his three billion dollars. 

The total capital of all the national banks in the 
United States is about one and one-quarter billions of 
dollars. If one assumes that 51 per cent of the stock 
in each institution would give control, and that the 
average bank stock sells on the market for about $200 
a share, Henry Ford, with his theoretical three billions, 
could purchase the controlling interest in all the na- 
tional banks of the United States and thus control re- 


' sources of more than 20 billions of dollars. He would 


have some $1,700,000,000 or more left over for a nest 
eze. too. Ps 

At present market quotations, a billion dollars would 
purchase a controlling interest in these corporations, 
whose names are followed here, first, by the cost of 
purchasing a controlling interest in that com- 
pany, and, second, by the total assets:

The total cost of acquiring control of these corpora- 
tions as arrived at by adding up the figures cited above, 
would be $969.240.000, and the total assets of the cor- 
porations is found to be $6,838,900,000. 

Thus, if Mr. Ford were to capitalize his present busi- 
ness at the figure set by The Wall Street Journal, 
namely, two billions of dollars, he could retain the con- 
trolling interest in that and at the same time, with 
$969 240.000, purchase the controlling interest in the 
other corporations just mentioned. 

He would then dominate the livestock industry of the 
United States, also his largest single competitor in the 
auto business, also the two principal electrical manu- 
facturing concerns, also the greatest steel industry in 
this country, also a transcontinental] railroad system 
made up of the Pennsylvania, the Missouri Pacific and 
the Union Pacific. 

Stated somewhat differently, with less than one-half 
of the sum at which the financial experts say the could 
capitalize his present industry, Henry Ford could pur- 
chase the control in corporations having assets of al- 
most seven billions of dollars. 

Or if he cared to dispose of his present motor hold- 
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ings entirely, after having capitalized them as sug- 
gested for two billions, he could with the balance pur- 
chase a controlling interest in the national banks and 
their resources of more than 20 billions of dollars. 


Thus, theoretically, it would be possible for Mr. Ford. 
with his present fortune, duly capitalized at the $2.- 
000,000,000 figure, to gain control of corjorations hav- 
ing total assets of more than 27 billions of dollars. 

All of which is purely theoretical, since only a super- 
ficial acquaintance with the stock market ft necessary 
to know that any large buying of a stock, let alone a 
determined effort to secure control of any single issue, 
will quickly be reflected in the current price thereof, 
and send it far above the figures which otherwise would 
prevail on the market. 


‘Not the least interesting angle of Henry Ford's daz- 
zling financial success is to be found in a comparison 
of his present actual income with that of the average 
American citizen. According to a recent study made 
by the National Bureau of Economic Research, the na- 
tional income of the United States is in the neighbor- 
hood of 60 billions of dollars annually. On a per cap- 
ita basis it amounts to about $600 a year. 


Then Henry Ford's income is more than 160,000 
times the per capita income in this country. In other 
words, the total income- of the United States, as far 
as Mr. Ford is concerned, is divided into 609 equal 
parts, of which he receives one part and the other 599 
parts are divided among the other 100,000,000 of Ameri- 
cans. 

And the flood of gold which pours in upon him con- 
tinues to swell. In a recent interview he said: 


“We are making more cars, more tractors and more 
profits than ever before. Our average profits last year 
were a little more than $6,000,000. a month. Our average 
monthiy profits so far this year have been considerably 
more than that. 

“We are making 5100 cars a day. This is every car 
we can possibly turn out with our present facilities; 
it is more than we ever made before, yet it is about 
20 cars a day less than our orders.” Then he gave a 
glimpse of his manufacturing philosophy in these 
words: 

“In fixing the price of anything we manufacture,” 
he said, “we always fix a price that is below cost at 
the time it is made The firet thing that happens is 
that everybody is thereby put on his tiptoes. The most 
important effect, however, is the enormous broadening 
of the market that follows. We are driven to capacity, 
and -more, today because we cut prices to less than 
what was cost a year ago. 

“But our prices are no longer iess than cost, and we 
believe we have refined our methods of production 
and are also able to buy our raw material for less, 
because we can buy in even larger quantities. As I 
said, we have reduced costs so much by reducing sell- 
ing prices that we are making more cars and more 
tractors—and more profits—than ever before.” 


Asked if the same principles could not be applied to 
any other industry, Mr. Ford replied: 

“They not only could be applied, but they should be 
applied. What the public wants is service, and low 
prices give the maximum service by making it possible 
for the greatest number to buy and use what is man- 
ufactured. What the manufacturer wants is profits, 
and a broad marxet, with a small profit on each unit, 
affords a greater profit at the end of the year than a 
large profit on each of a small number of units. 


“I marvel that manufacturers cannot see this. Ap- 
parent?¥ they do not. Their chief concern seems to be 
to include in cost every possible item and pile upon that 
the greatest profit they believe can be collected. It 
‘is a fatal policy. Many a concern has been wrecked by 
proceeding upon such lines.” ! 

Some of Henry Ford's theories have been ridiculed, 
some have been criticised with bitterness. A sufficient 
answer, perhaps, js to be found in a resume of the 
company’s business. It paid more than $50,000,000 in 
Federal taxes last year. Because of the abolition of 
the excess profits levy, it will pay only $16,000,000 in 
1922. The Fords, therefore, are $34,000,000 the richer, 
although if they were to draw out these riches they 
would have to pay more than 50 per cent additional 
in personal income taxes, say the Wall street experts. 

Profits before taxes in 1922 will exceed’ $125,009,000. 
After taxes they will be $110,000,600, or about $100 a 
car. The replacement parts business is so profitable 
that Mr. Ford could chop off his manufacturing profit 
of about $80 a car and still make more than $15,900,000 
annually, or $14 on each car produced from the sale 
of parts. Or he could distfibute this $14 as a further 
bonus to his workmen and stil] be making $6 a car from 
the interest on the company’s surplus cash. 

It is upon such. solid achievement that people are 
lov-@ing when they ask what mountains of gold the 
coming years will heap up for Henry Ford. In the 
brief space of less than 20 years he has wrought for 
himself the largest income of any living man. Still in 
the prime of life and driving power in the company of 
which his son, Edsel B. Ford, is now president, what 
bounds will competition, or his own inclination, or, 
perhaps, curbing laws of the future set for his fortune? 

Here is a spectacular career with fascinating possi- 
bilities, if Mr. Ford continues to amass wealth as he 
has done in the past. Already the world’s richest man,

The campaign being made by Mrs. St. 

Clair Moss as the Democratit nominee 

for Congress in the Eighth District re- 

moves any remaining doubts on that 

score. Mrs. Moss is a little woman, scarcely five feet 

tall, weighing 115 pounds, slightly and daintily made, 

and 57 years of age. The greater part of her life has 

been spent in the rarified etmosphere of Columbia. 

As the builder of Christian College there, she has been 

a center round which much of the culture that marxs 

society in the university town revolves. ‘ 

But when it comes to campaigning, Mrs. Moss is out- 

doing all preceding aspirants for this office in her dis- 

trict in the lengths she is going to reach every voter 

with the sound of her voice and through personal con- 

tact. Realizing that the new and untried proposition 

of being represented by a woman in Congress requires 

the breaking down of strong prejudices in some quar- 

ters, she is leaving no path unbroken, even unto the 

uttermost wilds of those outlying Ozark Mountain pre- 
cincts of her district south of the river. 


I ventured to accompany Mrs. Moss for two days on 
a campaign trip across Miller County and into Cam- 
den County, and I can testify to the uncharted character 
of some of the wilderness she explored, to the ruthless. 
jagged ruggedness of pathways blazed for the first 
time in her Ford sedan, to the untouched political vir- 
ginity of some of the constituency, enlightened for the 
first time, at any rate, by views on the Democratic side 
of the issues. 

A good deal of Mrs. Moss’ intrepidity is due to the 
confidence she is able to repose in the driver of her 
car, John Dalton of Columbia. He is a young university 
student—pardon me—a full-fledged lawyer, already ad- 
mitted to the bar, and with six cases waiting for him on 
the docket, though he is only 21 and has not yet com- 
pleted the course which will give him his degree. 


He and Mrs. Moss together covered some 2000 miles 
in the primary campaign, and now she sits back serene, 
unruffied as he jerks the little car up suddenly to 
escape, by a hair's breadth, a yawning precipice or 
some unseen obstacle round a short turn of the nar- 
row road. On a 28-mile drive on an un*nown road in 
the dead of night, over the moon-bathed mountains 
from Mack's Creek to Ha-Ha-Tonka, the heart of his 
newer, less assured passenger was frequently in her 
mouth as we dived into black, seemingly bottomless 
pits, scaled the high peaks and fairly leapt from crag 
to crag. 

Lake Ha-Ha-Tonka, whither we were bound, is a 
resort famous for its Alpiniike setting.

a pretty penny when she needed every sou. England 
also was grateful, though less loud in her enthusiasm 
than Francé. Decadency in art is more acceptabie in 
France than in Engiand. 

Then it was announced that Gabriele d Annunzio, 
after an audience with Italy’s King, had been commis-. 
sioned a Lieutenant and given a berth aboard an Ital- 
ian warship, so that he might write the history of the 
naval war’ That. to all who knew d Annunzio, sounded 
exactly like a joke, and a rather poor joke. But before 
anybody had timfe to laugh d’Annunzio got himself 
transferred to the aviation branch. learned to pilot 
an airplane, and was leading air raids over enemy ter- 
ritory! No joke at all im that. No joke, even though 
the new aviator was 52 years old and had a son aiso 
piloting a battleplane—and under command of the fa- 
ther. Aviatine was for young men, to -be sure; -but 
then Gabriele d’Annunzio never admitted that he was 
older than 30, you know. And he never acted like a 
man older than 25 after he mastered the plane. 

Great stuff for the newspapers! Front-page stuff, 
almost every day! Italy's greatest poet, past 50, “hero” 
of the Duse and other episodes, back from “exile” and 
leading raiding parties over the enemy's country. 
Nothing live that ever had happened in human history. 
The news being the unusual. that was news. And thus 
did the pame of Gabriele d’Annunzio become, at iast. 
a household word in the Old World and the New. 

“Hero! Hero'”™ cried the world, tossing its com- 
posite cap into the air and shouting “Bravos!” 

Incidentally. the world got a new angle on poets. 
For some centuries a notion that poets are emasculate 
creatures, ladylike little fellows. had obsessed too large 
a portioh of the prosaic world. That notion had pre- 
vailed in spite of the fact that John Keats was the most 
pugnacious schoolboy in England, fist-fighting like a 
thoroughbred, or that Christopher Marlowe. inventor of 
English blank verse, held his own and more in tavern 
brawis until at last he fell by the wayside—due to a 
knife-thrust that should have disqualified the winner 
for fouling. 

At first the world hardly couid believe that a poet 
could lead a fleet of bombing planes over Vienna. cross- 


was not true. A one-eyed d@’ Annunzio, in the after-war 
epic episode at Fiume, would have been a pity. D’An- 
unzio’s wound got him the décoration awarded for 
wounds in the air service. His genera! heroism zot 
him sundry other decorations from several of the allies. 

Then came another day, and a sad one, when d’An- 
nunzio was reported missing. Captured by the enemy, 
one acerount had it. Another error. A few days later 
the poet turned up all right, eager for another heavier- 
than-air swipe at Italy’s age-long enemy. 

Then—the armistice. Most pérsons had enough of 
fighting, bat not dAnnanzio. Like Capt. Lawrence, 
hero of the American school-history boot, he had just 
begun to fight. There had been signs before the war 
that the poet had become wearied of life. He had 
been heard to say. in private, that he courted death if it 
could come in gallant hattle. The assumption had 
been that d’Annunzio had been courting death all 
through his flying career, hoping to go down in a biaze 
of glory, doing a spectacular fade-out in keeping with 
the general spectacularity of his antecedent career. 
He had missed his rendezvous with death. and he was 
not content to sit down somewhere—even though it 
could be somewhere in Italy, all his debts bring wiped 
out—and enjoy his military fame. 

No—d Annunzio craved further excitement. Other 
men, the millions of them everywhere, might welcome 
the chance to live normally after four years of hell 
on earth, bat not the unresting Gabriele. In rest he 
would rust... In repose be would perish.
